Illinois Members Are Anxious. 
Members of the Illinois delegation tn con- 


gress and the Republican leadiieh dk bbkesek't 


anxiously are awaiting for the details of 
the story to arrive in Washington. The ac- 
counts published here save, not satisfied 
their craving for the “inside facts,” anid the 
opportunity of “‘ reading between the lines.” 
IMinois members exhibited a panicky fear 
that they might be interviewed on the in- 
cident and general nervousness Was apparent 
in the ranks of the Republican standpatters. 
The revelations of corruption lend oolor 
to rumore concerning the manner in which 
Lorimer’s election was procured, which have 
been current in Washington for several 
months.

They Cannot Be Changed to Give 
Minority Power, He Says. 


RECALIS CASE OF REED. 


Democrats Aceused Him, Ther Used 
Same Methods in House. 


Boston,- Mase. April 30.—{Special.)}— 
Speaker Cannoh, in an address at the Middle- 
sex club at the celebration of the eighty- 
eighth anniversary of the birth of Gen. Grant. 
defended the present rules of the house of 
representatives. 

“When we have to change the rules of 
the house to permit the minority to dictate 


legisiation in behalf of special interests,” 
he sald, “we will be confronted with the 


necessity of\changing our constitution, and 
all our conceptions of a people's government, 
where the majority shall legislate and ac- 
cept responsibility for the legislation.” 
“Thomas B. Reed once paid,’’ the speaker 
declared, “that ‘the noise made by a small 
but loud 4ninority in the, wrong is too often 


i mistawen for the voice of the people and the 


voige of God.’ That remark applies to the 
di#eussion of the rules.” 

e speaker stated that the rujee were the 
development of 120 years, that they were 
substantially as they had been for a genera- 
tion; that a campaign aegainst the rules 
twenty years ago b:ought out all the denun- 
ciation made within the last two years, and 
that. on the former occasion it wae the “loud 
minority” trying {o dictate legislation. 


Says Democrats Absolved Reed. 

“The Demotrats were'in the minoruy ‘tn 
the fifty-first congress,”’ he said, * but they 
tried to dictate legislation. Spéaker Reed 
and the majority who were responsible for 
legislation, refused to be dictated to. Reed 
counted a quorum of those who were present 
for mischief, but declared they were nog 
present for business. That action of Reed 
was denounced as ‘czarism,’ The discus- 
sion became international, but the Supreme 
court sustained Reed and so did the .¢«mo- 
cratic party when it.came into power. It 
adopted what it had denounced as the “teed 
re why this fuss and fury? The old cause, 
the effort. of the minority to rule. On the 
eve of the last presidential election the 
Democratic leader sought to dictate legisia- 
tion. The majority would not accept dicta~ 
tion. He began & filLouster which cont...ved 
to the end of the session, frankly stating on 
the floor that the minority would resist and 
embarrass in every way possible all lecsla- 
tion unless certain measures demanded by 
the minority should be brought forward. . 

“ History repeated itself. The Democratic 
platform denounced the czarism of the speak - 
er, just as the Democratic platform did in 
1890. The minority had demanded legisla- 
tion for special interests, not for the general 
interest. There are other special interests 
demanding that the speaker use arbitrary 
power-in their behalf. When he refused to 
violate the rules and traditions of the house, 


he was denounced as @ czar.”’ :

TOBACCO CONSUMER MUST PAY 
FOR INCREASED REVENUE TAX. 


American Company Issues Circular to 
Trade Saying No Conclusions Have 
Been Reached.

New York, April 30.—[(Special.)—Hundreds 
of retai) tobacco dealers and many thou- 
sands of consumers who have wondered what 
effect the increase ‘fn the internal revenue 
tax of 2 cents a pound will have on the price 
of tobacco have been anxiously questioning 
the manufacturers within the last few days. 

Now they have learned that the higher 
tax will cause am advance of price’ in some 
lines. The biggest concern in the coun- 
try—the American Tobacco company—has is- 
sued a-circular to the trade in which it is 
admitted that no conclusions have yet been 
reached. The lower gradés of chewing to- 
bacco may cost more than formerly, or, what 
is the same thing, the pieces sold at present 
prices may be smalier. 

There will be no change in the number of 
cigarets in & package, although there is no 
assurance that the prices will remain the 
same, A report said also that there is bound 
to be a readjustment in the smoking tobacco 
trade. A report was in circulation until to- 
day to the effect that the trust had planned 
to reduce the number of cigarets in a pack. 
age fom ten to eight and that revenue stamps 
providing for this change were being printed.

MUST PAY TAX ON EXTRA WIVES. 
Congo Natives Called on for 40 Cents 


for Each Wife After the 
First. 


| BRUSSELS, April 30.—A tax on polygamy 


fraudulent and forged franks surpassed in 
number the authentic ones. 

In the days of Pitt, when bankers and 
merchants began to invade the house of 
commons and to supplant the country 
squires, the gentry, and the untitled aristoc- 
racy, matters became still worse. During 
three months in 1704 it is on récord that 
there passed through the London postdffice 
more than a quarter of a million letters 
franmked by bankers and merchants who 
were members of the house of commons 
and who used their franks for the purposes 
of their mercantile business. 

Of course in those days a frank was an 
even still greater consideration than it is 
today in America, as cheap postage had not 
been introduced, and the rates charged by 
the state for the conveyance of mail were 
extremely high. How high they were may 
be gathered from the perusal of memoirs 
dealing with life toward the close of the 
eighteenth and in the first three decades of 
the nineteenth, century, in which repeated 
reference is to be found to the action of 
peers and of members of the house of com- 
mons in granting franks to friends. 

a a 


Franks were not merely given away by 
legislators as tokens of friendship and re- 
gard and as an always acceptable and yalu- 
able present, but were even sold. For when- 
ever a spendthrift in either of the chambers 
of parliament found himself in need of 
money he always was able to turn a penny 
by selling his franke for cash. Ali he had 
to do was to sit down and to scribble his 
name on the backs of several hundred sheets 
of paper. For in those days envelopes had 
not been introduced. 

In 1840, however, when, through the ef- 
forts of Sir Rowland Hill the penny postage 
was established, the franking privileges of 
peers, parliamentary prelates, and members 
of the house of commons were abolished. 
and have remained so ever since. True. an 
attempt was made about four years ago to 
restore this prerogative. Curiously enough 
it came from the labor members of the last 
house of. commons—from that element of 
parliament which always had been most 
vociferous in its demands for the abolition 
of every kind of class privilege. 

The reason for the movement in favor of 
the restoration of the franking system 
coming from this quarter was that the labor 
mémbers are mostly workingmen, of small’ 
means, who are sparingly remunerated for 
their legislative services by their constitu- 
ents and who find that their postage bills 
constitute a heavy drain upon their limited 
resources. 

Their application, however. was denied by 
the government and defeated by the house, 
and parliament may be considered to have 
thereby reaffirmed its voluntary renuncia- 
tion of a privilege which it had enjoyed 
from the days of Oliver Cromwell until the 
third year of the reign of Queen Victoria.

There are two classes of letters that con- 
tinue, however, to retain the right of free 
carriage through the mails in Europe 
These are the communications sent out from 
the national government departments on 
purely official business, and the letters sent 
by or to the sovereign. In both cases the 
immunity is restricted to the country con- 
cerned, and while a letter dispatched by, for 
instance, the English war department, by 
the king, or by his private secretary would 
be carried free of cost to any point within 
the British empire, it would have to bear 
postage stamps to secure transmission 
through the foreign mails.

Air Bag Invented to Aid the Monarch’s 
Breathing, Which Is Growing In- 
creasingly Difficult. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, April 30.—King Edward re- 
turned to England this week, looking, ac- 
cording to all newspapers, extremely well 
and bronzed after his sojourn at Biarritz. 
That the change did him good is beyond 
doubt, and, the bulk of his loyal leges 
marveled at the energy displayed by a man of 
his years in going to the opera the same 
evening as he arrived in London after a 
fatiguing journey. 

In “ Rigoletto,’ Tetragzini was making her 
first appearance of the season here. She re- 
eeived the usual cordial reception, and critics 
generally agree she sings more artistically 
now than she used to. During the perform- 
ance the king sat well back in the.corner of 
the royal omptbus box, where he cannot be 
seen by the awdience, and where report has it 
he occasionally indulges in a hap. 

At Biarritz the king had another of the 
choking fits from which he suffers, and his 
breathing is growing increasingly difficult. 

Sir James Reid nas invented for him a

designed to facilitate breathing. This bag 
is disguished as a cushion, and at Covent 
Garden on Wednesday it was carefully placed / 
in a corner by his majesty's chair prior to his 
arrival so that the king could have recourse 
to it for inhalation purposes from time to 
time. 

The preparation in the bag, whatever it 
may be, is said to possess fumes distinctly 
unpleasant, even harmful, to persons in the 
royal entourage, and it is sald to be no un- 
common thing for near neighbors to retire 
half fainting from the royal presence.

They lost their way, and while attempting 
to find the path Poretti fc.1 through the snow 
into a crevasse, nearly dragging his sister, 
who, however, planted her ice ax ir the 
snow and withstood the shock.

Highest Honor to Sheridan.

Case Given to His Charge. 
“One morning while in southerh Indiana 
I read of a spurious $100 silver certificate that 
had been discovered at thé subtréasury in 
Philadelphia. It was so well execited that 
it ‘was detected by accident—the Ink on thé 
seal Was not Quite as red as it ought to have 
been. My theory, grounded on the facts I 
read in the printed description, was that the 
coupterfeiting had been done by photd-en- 
graving and steel used instead of zinc for the 
etching. I was called to Washington and 
given the management of the Gane.

B vnbbes 
lishments for the purpose of getting prices 
on & job of phote-engraving, saying, as a test, 
that steel seemed to be more durable na 
softer metal.

counterfeit internal revenue s ps. The 
stamps being perfect imitations and passing 
official scrutiny, Jacobs determined to be- 
come @ manufacturer of counterfeit money. 
While he was building a paper mill, Taylor 
and Bredell were to make plates for bills of 
various dénominations. The plan was to 
print $10,000,000 and then to destroy the plates 
and likewise the paper mill. All the evidences 
of guilt having been effectually obliterated; 
the money was to be put in circulation—even 
exchanged at the government’s subtreas- 
uries for gold certificates. Jacobs spent 
$140,000 in exploiting his criminal enterprise.

Pair Work on Own Account. 
“ Naturally the work dragged. The 
mill couldn’t be put up in a day. Taylor and 
Bredell bécame impatient, and greedy be- 
sides, and decided to try a little counterfeiting 
on their own account.

Taylor and Bredell found an acid that would 
bleach the green.

Minorcas also offer large egg production 
and are much larger birds. These and Leg- 
horns belong to the Mediterranean class, and 
all lay latge white eggs. This clasé is nat- 
urally wild, but becomes tame if carefully 
handled. Their ability to fy makes high 
fences or covered runs desirabie when the 
birds are confined. Wire covered runs are 
frequently profitable to keep out cats, which 
otherwise’ give the poultry raiser a night- 
mare and keep his purse depleted. 

If you prefer larger birds which produce 
more meat the American class is usually 
selected—Wyandottes, Plymouth Rocks, or 
Rhode Island Reds. These all lay brown 
eggs of good size. 
ducers select Orpingtons, Langshans, brah- 
mas, or Cochins. These are large and roam 
but Hittle if given liberty. 

No matter what variety one selects, eggs 
should be a leading feature—and egg produc- 
tion depends largely wpon breeding if birds 
are properly cared for. Be sure to get stock 
from an egg laying strain, no matter what 
the breed. Not every poultryman breeds 
for eggs. The poultry department of the 
University. of Michigan shows that a pen 
of Wyandottes produced more eggs in a 
year than the same number of White Leg- 
horns under like conditions, Those Wyan- 
dottes had been bred for egg production, 
while the Leghorns had not. 

Besides’ proper housing, feeding, and sani- 
tation as described in books and periodicals, 
one should pay much Attention to exercise. 
A lazy or idle bird is a nonproducer. The 
first fowls off the roost in the morning and 
those which scratch in litter all day are the 
egg producers. Drones in poultry plants are 
as ungroniees as in business houses.

Only the intimate friends and relatives of 
a bride are entitled to present their wed- 
ding gifts to herin person. The conventional 
and usually the most convenient practice is 
to have the present sent direct to the home 
of the bride elect from the shop at which it 
is purchased, together with the donor's visit- 
ing card, on which in pencil is inscribed a 
kindly sentiment, such as “With best 
wishes,"’ or *“‘ With love and best wishes.” 

When a gift is sent by express the cost of 
ite delivery should be prepaid. When wed- 
ding presents are marked it must be with 
the initials of the bride’s maideh name. It 
is not necessary to have them marked, though 
it may be done. But it ise imperative that all 
the gifts not intended especially for the 
groom's individual use be sent to the bride 
at her own home. There are few gifte that 
fall to the groom’s share, since it is courteous 
and reasonable for even the friends of the 
groom, though they may not personally know 
the bride, to honor her with these tangible 
proofs of their good wishes. No one should 
bestow a gift in the form of money, except 
a member of the bride’s and groom's imme- 
diate family or an intimate friend. Whena 
man and wife send a wedding present, both 
their names are inscribed on one cagd inclosed 
with the present. 

A wedding gift sent after the marriage 
should be accompanied by an explanatory 
note, and should be forwarded to the bride at 
her husband's home.

It @as bold prophecy. But it was not the only pre- 
diction of royal glory that was made for Bugénie de 
Guzmen, Countess of Teba, of undeniably ancient 
nobility, many time grandee of Spain, daughter of the 
Count of Montijo, Duke of Penderanda, ahd Marie 
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Kirkpatrick, descendant of the kings of Scotland. Her 
father fought for the Napoleons in the war with Spain 
and had defended Paris against the allies in 1814.

The official 
Military Gasette of Berlin has it that in May there 
will be an airship journey from Cadis, Spain, along the 
route followed by Columbus to New Orléans, Louisiana, 
and that if the trip is a success and the time consumed 
in travel by the air route be eventually reduced to a 
minimum thé kaiser may carry out his Wish to visit 
the United States. 

It will be about the middle of May when the start 
of this unique voyage will be made, either at Cadiz 
or Teneriffe, moving from the starting point to Porto 
Rico, Cuba, and thence to New Orleans, the passage 
to last five days and four nights. The reason for 
taking this route is that by doing 80 the power may 
be utilized of the winds of passage traveling at that 
time of the year with a velocity of twenty five miles 
an hour.

Secrets of the Air Hard to Learn. 


In the sailing of the air a thousand big and little 
considerations have to be taken into account, difficul- 
ties which only the aviators and their advisers ade- 


water's surface, are likely to have théir strongest ef- 
fect when encountered at low elevation. 8o the trans- 
atlantic aeronaut will probably try to “fly high.” It 
has been said by some students of aerial navigation 
that five hundred feet as a maximum height has much 
to recommend it. At this altitude many of the vertical 
alr currents and surface eddies would be avoided and 
there would be no obstacles to an unbroken glide to the 
water if the motive power gave out. 

The construction of an airship and its equipment 
contributes anothef sigtiificant item in the projected 
voyage over the deep biwe seas of the heavens from 
sunny Spain to the sunny south of the United States. 
Every latest device of science and invention is to be 
incorporated into the building of the ship that it may 
represent the best type possible in the present stage of 
aeronautics. The voyage its promoters believe is tc 
be made not only swiftly but safely and comfortably.

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Only upon wide open spaces is it safe to fly’ in such 
airships as have been devised so far. Except for some 
swift magnificent rush from town to town in ideally 
perfect atmospheric conditions the aviators usually 
feel they must do 80 over & plain or open stretch 
of ground. Then they can be ready at any instant to 
come to the ground. 

The adverse currents of the air must be understood 
however slight they are. That is Why so much suc- 
cessful aerial navigation has been done in the early 
morning or at twilight. Then the air is at its calmest. 

In the air above largé reaches of water there are 
queer eddies and currents. Aéronauts have sought 
the counsel of yachtsmen and Weatherwise pilots and 
longshoremen. You may be sailing with a wind from 
the north. Suddenly comes a patch of calm or on the 
other side of it the sailor is amassed to find a brisk 
breeze from the south. Theré are vertical currents 
also. They swirl upwards from the facé of the water 
and leave below them 4 ctirious space of calm. 

Although the whole question of the Meteorology of the 
upper air requires fuller invéstigation it is more than 
probable that the currents over the Atlantic ocean 
are exceedingly complex. And it certainly may be 
taken for gfanted that the wind velocity at different 
levéls would vary considerably. Such conditions un- 
doubtedly prove unfavorable for steady flight in an 
airship. The vertical currents, or convection currents, 
as metedrologists term them, exist without question 
and are especially prevalent during cyclonic or stormy 
weather. But although ahemometefs can be made to 
record the velocity of the horisontal movement of the 
wind, no satisfactory méans has been discovered so 
far for régistéring the strength of any such vertical 
movement. As the airship speeds through the air it 
remains stable so long as the force of the dir is applied 
equally on all sides of its wide sustaining surfaces. 
Should a stidden thrust of air be given the front or end 
or upon éither side of it then it tilts rapidly over, so 

rapidly that if a gust be violent the pilot has scarcely 
time to move his levers before his balance is irre- 
trievadly gone.

Wireless for the Air Traveler. 
The expedition is hoping to be able to equip the air« 
ship with wireless télegraphic systems so as to maintain 
communication with the land all through the uniqté 


journey. Not long after the invention of wireless teles- 
rar'~ it Was proved by Prof. Slaby in conjunction with 
the Prussian corps that wireless signals emitted by a 
land station can be received by a balloon floating freely 
in the air. Similar experiments have been made in var- 
ious oountries. 

The balloon Condor which made an ascension near 
Brussels last year maintained uninterrupted communi. 
cation With the station on the Brussels palais de 
justices, and also caught signals sent from the Biffeil 
tower in Paris. In the German army maneuvers of 
last year the Grose II. demonstrated for the drat time 
the practical utility of wireless apparatus on a scouting 


‘balloon. The Zeppelin airship which took part in the 


maneuvers did not possess this advantage. Since that 
time, however, the Zeppelin ITI. has béen equipped with 
wireless apparatus and it has been proved that even 
from @ metallic airship wireless signals can be trans- 
mitted with safety to a distance of 300 miles or more. 
All of the newer Zeppelin airships are provided with 
wireless apparatus.

In the series of experiments made with the Gertian 
army balloon Gross II. in the autumn of 1908 messages 
were successfully sent from as well as to the airship.

That this incident could happen in the Chicago public 
schools is astonishing, for the opposite system ig dis- 
tinctly insisted upon by the board of education.

“We hope to mold the child. And we base our hope 
On the power of suggestion. 

“You can make e child ill by suggestion. 

“The child is more susceptible to suggestion than the 
adult, since his ideas are more spontaneous and with- 
Out the critical faculty. But all of us are constantly 
under its influence.” 

Thus says Dr. Daniel P. MacMillan, director of the 
child study department of Chicago’s board of education, 
who believes that, despite the extravagances of the 

_@tage and all dramatic licenses, the subtle potency of 

suggestion has not been unduly exaggerated in the lfe 
of mysterious Dora, as pictured in “ The Harvest Moon.” 
In this play the child Dora is thought by her aunt to 
have been born out of Wedlock, and she is ceaselessly 
reminded by the aunt that she is predestined to dis- 
grace-the family. At 20 the girl’s career as a singer 
and her prospects of marriage seem utterly spoiled by 
the unhappy effects of this suggestion, when she is 
geaved to both by her father, who reveals himself, gives 
her powerful counter suggestions, and incidentally es- 
tablishes the lawfulness of her parentage.

Researches Support His Theory. 

Dr. MacMillan, who has lectured and written exten- 
sively on the subject of suggestion as applied to educa- 
tion, finds his ideas on its superlative power and on the 
possibilities of the heroine Dora receiving support in 
the researches of Guyau, who has declared that the art 
of modifying an individual by persuading him that he is 
or may be other than he is ferms one of the most im- 
portant appliances iy education. 

“ All education should be directed to this end, to con- 
vince the child that he is capable of good and incapable 
of evil in order to yender him actually so; to persuade 
him that he has a strong will in order to give him 
strength of will; to make him believe he is morally free 
and master of himself, in order that the idea of moral 
liberty may tend progressively to realize itself. 

“Tt is often enough to tell children and young people, 
or otherwise lead them to believe that we assume this 
or that good quality in them to induce them to exert 
themselves to justify that opinion,” says Dr. MacMil- 
lan. “To assume in them depraved sentiments, to re- 
proach them undeservedly, to treat them badly, is to 
produce the contrary result. It has been justly said 
that the art of managing the young consists, before 
anything else, in assuming them to be as good as they 
wish themselves to be. If a hypnotic subject is per- 
suaded he is a pig he straightway wallows and grunts 
liké a pig. The same happens in the case of those who 
theoretically think themselves of no more worth than a 
pig; their practice must necessarily offer points of cor- 
respondence with their theory.

Mere Statement Becomes Suggestion. 


“On the other hand, to believe in the wickedness of 
any one is, as a rule, to make him more wicked than he 
is. Every stateinont made aloud upon the mental state 
of a child immediately plays the réle of a suggestion: 
This child is naughty; he is idle; he will not do this or 
that. How many vices are thus developed, not by hered- 
itary fatality but by ill-advised education! To as- 
sume the existence of vice is often to produce it. We 
must therefore say to the child: ‘You did not really 
wish to do that; but see how others would interpret 
your action if they did not know you.’

| Odd Test on French School Boys. 


A little boy, 7 years old, was a terrible crybaby, 
afraid of the slightest pains and considered by his play- 
fellows to be a confirmed coward. . It was suggested by 
Dr. Magon that he would no longer be a crying, whim- 


‘ pering girl-boy, but a strong, bold, manly boy, and thet 


he would etand up sturdily for his rights among his 


little companions. And so he did, Dr. Mason regards 
the effects of suggestive treatments to be permanent. 

Alfred Binet, the renowned psychologist of Paris, 
tried suggestion on the Parisian school boys. The head 
master of the school, following M. Binet’s instructions, 
announced to the class that he was going to make an 
experiment on their memory of the length of a line. A 
line about five inches long, ruled on cardboard, was 
shown each boy, who, after looking at it had to draw it 
as accurately as he could on a sheet of paper. The 
class were then informed that they would be asked to 
draw another line a little longer than the first, and were, 
accordingly, given a second line to’ copy. But in réal- 
ity the second line was shorter than the first, only about 
two inches in length. 


Only nine of the eighty-six children experimented . 


upon resisted the suggestion and believed their eyes and 
their memories rather than the statement made by their 


master. The remainder all made the second line longer 
than the first. 


Prof. Baldwin of Princeton university declares that 


even at the remarkably early age of less than one 


month his daughter was found to be in a degree recep- 
tive of suggestion; suggestion conveyed by repeated 
stimulation under uniform conditions. In a few weeks 
after her birth the suggestions of sleep began to tell 
upon her. Her nurse put her to sleep by laying her face 
down and patting gently upon the end of her spine. 
This position soon became itself not only suggestive to 
the child of sleep, but sometimes necessary to sleep, 
even when she was laid across the nurse’s lap in what 
seemed to be an uricomfortable position.

Personal Experience of Rousseau. 

Rousseau, in his celebrated confessions, tells that on 
his way to Lyons he entered the house of a small pro- 
prietor and called for food. Only skim milk and barley 
were forthcoming, coupled with the assurance that there 
was nothing more in the house. By the end of the fru- 
gal meal, however, the peasant had taken Jean Jacques’ 
measure, saw that he was not a spy, and produced a 
ham, a bottle of wine, and an omelet, explaining that 
he would be a lost man and the prey of the tax collec- 
tor unless every one thought that he was dying of hun- 
ger. 

“All that he said to me on this subject, of which I! 
was wholly ignorant,” said Rousseau, ‘made an impres- 
sion that will never leave me. This was the germ of the 
inextinguishable loathing for the oppressors of the un- 
fortunate working classes that has since filled my 
heart.” 

Frederick Myers, who made such extended and fa- 
mous stdies of the borderland sciences, which embrace 
the field of hypnotism and suggestion, said that the first 
grief he remembered came from the sight of a dead 
mole which had been crushed by a cart wheel in the 
Borrowdale road.

The energy of the ideas produced in these two emi-+

With’ many people the mere statement that they are 
blushing ig enough to produce a flow of blood*to the 
face. The repeated assurance that they are warm: of 
cold will tend to make them feel warmer. or colder.

Few 
of us can for long be with .people who have peculiar 
habits of movement without feeling a tendency to Imi+ 
tate them. Stammering is often communicated from 
one child to another. In clothes, fashions, and foods

weighty matters of religious belief and moral standards 
we tend to adopt without question those that we find 
around us.

Good Humor Most Contagious. 

When conversing with a cheerful, anrusing, and witty 
person we instinctively feel cheerful ourselves and 
cap his jokes with our own. The man whose high spir> 
its are contagious frequently has a mobile face. His 
feelings are reflected in the play of his features. we 
naturally tend to imitate this. And the state of feel- 
ing that cofresponds with the imitated expression is 
produced in our minds. 

By our novel reading whole systems of ideas that 
deal with social situations or with ideals unconsciously 
filter into our minds and quite unconsciously exert 4 
profound influence on our lives. Many people who 
pride Themselves on their power of resisting external 
influences go through life as servile imitators in every 
department except that in which they resolutely deter: 
mine to be unlike other people. | 

Dr. A. H. Keatinge of England, who has thorough! 
studied the power of suggestion, pointe out that a 
crises involving numbers of people the influence of sug- 
gestion of one upon another becomes startlingly clear. 
In political campaigns and excitements quiet, moder- 
ate citizens are converted into blind, raving fanatics. 
The history of finance and of religion furnishes nu- 
merous examples of the manner in which these excite- 
ments and enthusiasms suddenly take possession of a 
large number of people at once. The persons affected 


may be of the most diverse kinds. All differences are 
leveled under the influence of some one strong and 
overwhelming passion which actuates all alike.

Tulip Mania Sweeps Holland. 


There was. the tulip mania in Holland in the seven- 
teenth century. The desire to possess bulbs came 
gradually into vogue and as it {increased the prices 
‘of the better varieties went up. Dealers began to spec- 
ulate in them and did everything in their power to 
promote the fashion. They did this with such success 
and the epidemic of tulip buying spread so rapidly 
that in 1637 a parcel of 120 tulip bulbs sold for 70,000 
florins, 

The tide turned, some of the holders of bulbs grew 
nervous, and at last the collective suggestibility which 
had produced this mob excitement destroyed it equally 
rapidly. In a couple of weeks a tulip that had changed 
hands for 13,000 florins sold for 50 forins, and later 
on for 5: Prices fell to nothing and the tulip specula- 
tors were ruined. 

The history of the lottery crazes in the southern 
United States and of the famous old South sea bubble 
in England, and of the every day numerous runs on 
banks and financial: panics known in every town are 
pat examples. In the religious world we have the en- 
thusiasms of some churches that are rich in the con- 
tagion of sentiment and of idea. 

The fervid meetings that lead to sudden conver- 
sions and states of ecstasy, the way in which an idea 
that may be abhorrent to other countries and ages 
takes sudden possession of a whole community, the dru- 
talities of the Inquisition, the widespread belief in 
witches, are all witnesses of the deep seated tendency 
in people to follow suggestion.

- wrote that “It is better that the young should be 
taught together and in large classes, since better re- 
sults and more pleasure are to be obtained when one 
pupil serves as an example and a stimulus for another. 
For to do what we see others do, to go where others 
go, to follow those who are ahead of us, and to keep 
in front of those who are behind us, is the course 
of action to which We are all most naturally inclined 

“Young children especially are always more easily 
led and ruled by example than by precept. If you give 
them a precept it makes but little impression; if you 
point out that others are doing something they imi- 
tate without being told to do so.”
